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WHAT  MAKES  A LEADER? 

At  the  first  assembly  of  the  national  4-H  delegates,  all  were  thrilled 
by  the  manner  in  which  Dr.  Alfred  Bilmanis,  Minister  of  Latvia  to  the  United 
States,  presented  his  views  on  what  makes  a leader.  One  of  the  most  signifi- 
cant parts  of  his  speech  was  the  way  he  brought  out  the  fact  that  farmers  have 
always  been  great  leaders.  How  the  people  in  this  country,  mostly  farmers  at 
that  time,  united  and  fought  for  their  independence.  How  in  Europe  the  far- 
mers have  always  had  their  outstanding  leaders,  who,  after  being  continuously 
oppressed  by  lords  and  all  nobility,  united  and  revolted. 

He  also  stressed  the  facts  that  make  a leader,  and  with  much  emphasis, 
praised  4-H  Club  work  and  the  agricultural  policies  of  our  United  States,  as 
wonderful  builders  of  leaders.  "A  leader  does  not  just  drop  out  of  the  sky, 11 
he  said.  11  It  takes  95  percent  perspiration  and  5 percent  inspiration  to  make 
a leader." 

Mr.  Bilmanis  told  of  the  4-H  movement  in  Latvia,  which  started  about 
10  years  ago  when  a teacher  read  a book  that  had  been  translated  from  our  lan- 
guage to  theirs,  telling  about  4-H  Clubs  and  the  Extension  Service.  This 
teacher  formed  the  first  4-H  Club  in  that  country,  and  in  a period  of  10  years 
there  are  now  1,080  clubs  in  Latvia.  Many  other  countries  in  Europe  also  have 
4-H  Clubs. 

He  finished  his  speech  with  the  news  that  perhaps  we  may  see  some  movies 
on  4-H  activities  in  Latvia  later  on.

The-  two  $1,000  National  4-H  fellowships  for  9 months'  study  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  are  being  offered  again  for  the  coming  year  - 1939-40.  The  con- 
tinuance of  these  fellowships,  which  have  been  awarded  annually  for  the  last 
8 years  to  outstanding  4— H Club  members  by  the  Payne  Fund  of  New  York  City, 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  National  Committee  on  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club 
Work.  As  formerly,  the  young  man  and  young  woman  selected  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  M.  C.  Wilson,  in  charge  of  the  Section  of  Surveys  and  Reports 
during  the  fellowship  term  from  October  1,  1939,  to  June  30,  1940. 

Application  blanks,  which  are  being  sent  to  the  State  4— H Club  leaders, 
must  be  roturned  by  July  5 to  the  Extension  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture, where  a committee  will  make  the  selections  and  announce  the  awards.
